You and I had a discussion yesterday about where physically the petro- 
chemicals would be scrubbed out of the gas fine going to Alberta. The end 
result is (as you stated) that would be accomplished in Alberta and we 

would receive our rightful share probably 1/8 th or 12-1/2% as a guess. 
Then you went on to state if the gas went to Asia (Pacific Rim) that they 
wanted "hof gas and the only petro-chemical we could scrub out is I 
believe propane? 

I thought the whole thrust of the State was to provide "vaiue added" jobs for 
all Alaskans? How can this be accomplished when the all of the scrubbing 
is going to be done in Alberta? We have rail, water shipping ports galore in 
Alaska. We have to do the petro-chemical extraction strictly within Alaska 
and charge the oil companies 87-1/2 % of our cost for this service! 

The "not" gas issue to Asia doesn't meet the acid test in my opinion. In 
Nikiski we already strip out the petro-chemicals and ship the resufting dry 
gas to Japan. We have done this for many years. 

I feel that Trans-Canada has earned the right to be the prime pipeline 
contractor for whatever project happens within the State of Alaska but with 
the "caveaf of a total Alaska workforce hire, period. Trans Canada is 
experienced the Canadian Arctic. 

It seems like you have a preconceived agenda for Alberta and that' s not fair 
to all Alaskans. You stated Asia wanted "hof gas as referenced supra. I 
suspect the meetings you and your team are holding statewide are more 
"dog and pony shows" strictly for Alberta! 

The legislature I hope will look closely at all options instead of strictly 
focusing on Alberta. 

I am fast getting the impression that the petro-chemicals are more vafuable 
than the "dry" gas. You in my opinion may have lunnel vision" in-so-far as 
(what is "just" for all working Alaskans) by strictly focusing on Alberta for 
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petro-chemical extraction! Start looking atthe entire forest instead of the first 
layer of trees!

U.S. Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne has decided to list the polar bear as threatened 
under the Endangered Species Act . 



The State of Alaska intends to sue. WHY? 



I'm not a scientist, so I won't be addressing the science, per se. But, in general, our 
reasoning is: 



The evidence is not there to support this listing. 



Polar bear populations, right now, have increased dramatically over the last 30 
years. That has happened because the Marine Mammal Protection Act has worked. It's done 
its job. 



Listing the polar bear under the Endangered .Species Act is not going to provide 
any ADDITIONAL protection for these magnificent animals. 



This listing is based on speculation - on computer models forecasting the effects 
of global warming on the polar bear far into the future. 



The bottom line is, the Endangered Species Act is not the right tool to address 
impacts to a species from climate change. 



Now, the Secretary did recognize that oil and gas activities are already regulated 
under the Marine Mammal Protection Act to prevent impacts to the polar bear and do not 
pose a threat to the polar bear - so there is an exemption there, and we appreciate that, 
BUT . . . 



As Governor of Alaska, my priority is to ensure that in all our decision making, 
we must balance the need to preaerve and protect our incredible wildlife with careful and 
responsible development of Alaska' s vast natural resources. Alaska is a resource-rich 
state, and resource development fuels our state's economy. And that raeans jobs for our 
people, a strong, healthy economy now and for the future, too. For our children and our 
grandchildren. If the environmentalists have their way and oil and gas development are 
shut down on Alaska' s North Slope, the economic impact to our state would be catastrophic. 
So there's a lot at stake. And not only just for Alaska, but for America, as we are facing 
record-high fuel prices.

While the State of Alaska is challenging this listing, we remain committed to 
ensuring that Alaska's polar bears are conserved. We will continue to monitor Alaska's 
polar bear populations and their behaviors in relation to changing sea ice conditions. 



As soon as Secretary Kempthorne issued his decision to list the Polar Bear as 
Threatened, the Governor directed the Department of Law to review the decision. 



While we appreciate the secretary's recognition that oil and gas activities are 
already regulated under the Marine Mammal Protection Act to prevent impacts to the polar 
bear, and do not pose a threat to the polar bear, we believe that the decision to list was 
fundaraentally a bad decision. 



DOL is currently working on a draft civil complaint challenging the listing 
determination under the Administrative Procedure Act £APA) . 



DOL is continuing to monitor the ongoing litigation {CBD case) related to the polar bear 
in the Northern District of California, and will consider intervention in that lawsuit if 
it becomes clear that the court in that case intends to address substantive rather than 
just procedural issues. 



We believe that: 



the secretary erred in his unprecedented listing of a currently healthy 
population based on uncertain modeling of future climate change and even more uncertain 
speculation regarding impacts of that change. 



the secretary's decision to list a currently healthy species was not based solely 
on the best available scientific and commercial Information as required by the ESA 



The agency violated the ESA by failing to base its decision "solely on the basis 
of the best scientific and commercial data available

Attached is the letter Governor Palin signed today allowing SB 202 
become law without signature. As I explained it to the sponsor 's staf f 
(George in Sen. Wielechowski's of f ice) , it provided a way for the 
Governor to make a statement and agree with the sponsor of the bill and 
still expand on additional concerns in the areas of privacy, the federal 
government forcing state's action and Alaskan.' s ability to oversee its 
own Identification system. 

It is important to say the Governor agrees with Sen Wielechowski 
approach with SB 202; however the overall issue of REAL ID is still 
unresolved.

Talking Points - Polar Bears 

U.S. Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne has decided to list the polar bear as threatened 
under the Endangered Species Act. 

The State of Alaska intends to sue. WHY? 

I'm not a scientist, so I won't be addressing the science, per se. But, in general, our 
reasoning is: 



Polar bear populations, right now, have increased dramatically over the last 30 
years. That has happened because the Marine Mammal Protection Act has worked. It's done 
its job. 



Listing the polar bear under the Endangered Species Act is not going to provide 
any ADDITIONAL protection for these magnificent animals. 



The evidence is not there to support this listing. 
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This listing is based on speculation - on computer raodels forecasting the effects 
of global warming on the polar bear far into the future. 



The bottom line is, the Endangered Species Act is not the right tool to address 
impacts to a species from climate change. 

Now, the Secretary did recognize that oil and gas activities are already regulated 
under the Marine Mammal Protection Act to prevent impacts to the polar bear and do not 
pose a threat to the polar bear - so there is an exemption there, and we appreciate that, 
BUT ... 

As Governor of Alaska, my priority is to ensure that in all our decision making, 
we must balance the need to preserve and protect our incredible wildlife with careful and 
responsible development of Alaska' s vast natural resources. Alaska is a resource-rich 
state, and resource development fuels our state's economy. And that means jobs for our 
people, a strong, healthy economy now and for the future, too. For our children and our 
grandchildren. I f the environmentallsts have their way and oil and gas development are 
shut down on Alaska' s North Slope, the economic impact to our state would be catastrophic. 
So there' s a lot at stake. And not only just for Alaska, but for America, as we are facing 
record-high fuel prices- 

While the State of Alaska is challenging this listing, we remain committed to 
ensuring that Alaska' s polar bears are conserved. We will continue to monitor Alaska' s 
polar bear populations and their behaviors in relation to changing sea ice conditions. 

As soon as Secretary Kempthorne issued his decision to list the Polar Bear as 
Threatened, the Governor directed the Department of Law to review the decision. 



While we appreciate the secretary' s recognition that oil and gas activities are 
already regulated under the Marine Mammal Protection Act to prevent impacts to the polar 
bear, and do not pose a threat to the polar bear, we believe that the decision to list was 
fundamentally a bad decision. 



DOL is currently working on a draft civil complaint challenging the listing 
determination under the Administrative Procedure Act (APA) . 

DOL is continuing to monitor the ongoing litlgation (CBD case) related to the polar bear 
in the Northern District of California, and will consider intervention in that lawsuit if 
it becomes clear that the court in that case intends to address substantive rather than 
just procedural issues- 



We believe that:

speculation regarding impacts of that change.
